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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
moieties appearing in amended 10 and 64 have been reversed compared with original claims and are not consistent 
with specification, p.4, relied on by applicants. See "methylcyclohexyl and phenylcyclohexyl". Also it was pointed out 
that the "2-" in "2-methylcyclohexyr is superficial since there is no other substituent on the cyclohexyl moiety and thus 
should be deleted. It was also pointed out that the revised moieties, namely "cyclohexylmethyl and cyclohexylphenyl" 
should appear in main claim 1 and 56, respectively as these moieties are not within the ambit of R1 choices currently 
listed in the main claims. If these changes are made and nothing pertinent found in an updated search, the claims 
would be allowable. It was agreed by Mr. Triano to make the above changes.
